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NEW PRINCIPAL 

IS SELECTED 

FOil THE COMING YEAR 

School Trustees Name Prof. J. A. Bry¬ 
son—Manual Training Will Be Added 
to Course, With Fine Equipment 

Prof, J. A. Bryson, now of Riverside, 
will be the principal of the Sierra Madre 
school during the coming year. He has 
been selected by the school trustees from 
among a large number of applicants and 
they feel that he will be able to justify 
their action in selecting him He has 
been notified of his appointment and 
has accepted. Prof. Bryson is a young 
man, at present'connected with the Riv¬ 
erside city schools. He is a graduate 
of the state normal school, and has an 
excellent record as a student and as a 
teacher. 

With the exception of the principal, 
the present teaching force will be re¬ 
tained. Miss Campbell was not an appli¬ 
cant for re-election to her position. 

Important additions to the present 
work of the school are planned by the 
trustees. Among other things they ex¬ 
pect to spend about .StWO for manual 
training equipment. Work in this de¬ 
partment will be under the direction of 
Prof. Bryson. There are two large, airy 
rooms in the basement of the school 
building which can be utilized for this 
or other purposes. It will be necessary 
to floor the rooms, however. It is the 
plan of the board to begin the manual 
training work at the opening of the 
school in the fall. 

Examinations have been in progress 
this week at the school. These are the 
final examinations for the school year, 
the date being established by the state 
superintendent. Why the time is placed 
so far ahead of the closing of the school 
year in most of the districts is some¬ 
thing of a mystery. School will not 
close till the first week in June. Of 
course preparation for examinations is 
not the principal purpose of school work 
and tlierc is even much to b«‘ said in 
favor of abolishing examinations. But 
so long as tlu-y are in vogue it would 
seem that they should come at the end 
of the year. Under the present arrange¬ 
ment there is little or no incentive to 
serious w'ork during the succeeding weeks 
of tlie term. 

SECliitES ARCADIA FRANCHISE 

The Pie<lniont Has Company was 
awarded a franchise in Arcadia last week 
by tlx.' city trustees. 'riie franchise 
was given in the name of C. S. S. 
Eorney as was the case in Sierra Madre, 
he being the only bidder. The company 
will install high pressure mains and dis¬ 
tributing system to be served from their 
enlarged Monrovia plant. This will be 
a part of the system which is to serve 
Sierra Madre. ft is exp(*cted tliat actual 
work will be started soon on the exten¬ 
sion of the company’s system, now that 
the Arcadia franchise has been secured. 
They can not come too soon to suit the 
people of Sierra Madre. 


BOARD OF TRADE MEETING 

The Board of Trade meeting of last 
Monday evening was not the most re¬ 
markable on record for things accom¬ 
plished, but few meetings of the Board 
have been more spirited. There was 
something doing nearly aH the time and 
much of it was highly amusing. 

The most exciting and entertaining 
feature of the evening was a discussion 
which followed the reading by Secretary 
Patterson of a communication from “J. 
A. Patterson, a citizen of Sierra Madre,” 
on the subject of local correspondence 
in the Times. Nobody need be told the 
substance and intent of the commtmica- 
tion. Any one can guess. Hardly had 
M». Patterson taken his seat when S. T. 
DePencier was on his feet in defence of 
the Times, its policies and everything 
and everybody connected with it. He 
claimed that the large subscription list 
in Sierra Madre proved the paper’s pop¬ 
ularity here and said the paper could 
not be blamed for being hostile to Sierra 
Madre when the local paper contained 
"dirty, insinuating references” to the 
great and good man at the head of the 
Times. (The editor of the local paper 
did not care to add to the bitterness 
which soon became apparent in the one¬ 
sided discussion but makes brief refer¬ 
ence to one or two statements on the 
editorial page of this issue.) 

Captain .J. A. Osgood took issue with 
Mr. DePencier’s remarks as not rep¬ 
resentative of the feeling of Sierra Madre 
people toward the Times. "General Otis 
is my army comrade and my friend and 
I have often defended him. But his 
paper is the vilest published in the Unit¬ 
ed States,” he added, a statement 
which brought a storm of applause. 

Alternating with replies from Mr. De¬ 
Pencier, remarks w’ere offered by L. 
Dietz, ^I. H. Bridle and F. D. R. Moote. 
All agreed that the Times is a pretty 
rotten proposition in a good many ways 
but has no real competitor as an adver¬ 
tising medium or in the scope of the 
news it presents. They also agreed that 
it was useless to waste words or 
thought in trying to bring about any 
change in the situation. 

Chairman Moote of tlie civic improve¬ 
ment committee reported an increa.se of 
100 per cent in the number of lawns 
in town since the agitation for lawns 
and flower gardens was begun. 

The report of the transportation com¬ 
mittee was submitted practically as out¬ 
lined in last week’s paper. It was voted 
by the Board that the Pacific Electric 
be asked to change the car leaving l.(Os 
Angeles at 8:05 p. m. to 9:05. and leav¬ 
ing Sierra iladre at 10:.30, which will 
make the last car leaving for Los 
Angeles half an hour later than at 
present. This will make it unnecessary 
for lecturers and other entertainers to 
cut programs short in order to return 
to Los Angeles at night, as has often 
bemi the case. 

Action on the recommendation for a 
special election to vote on the formation 
of a high school district w'as deferred, 
which means that the project will go over 
at least another year. Tt w'as thought 
advi.sable to await developments in con¬ 
nection with the Pasadena high school, 
and some other factors which may change 
the situation within a .year. 

Roy Eniery received the third degree 
in Masonry at the lodge meeting Tues¬ 
day evening. 


DEATH OF MR. ROTH 

The final summons came to Mr. John 
Roth of this city on Monday at noon. 
But a few days of illness preceded his 
death. He was at his office as late as 
Friday afternoon- when he complained 
of not feeling well, but his condition 
was not thought serious until near the 
end. Uraemic poisoning was the imme¬ 
diate cause of death. Simple and im¬ 
pressive funeral services were held at 
the undertaking parlors of Reynolds & 
Van Nuys Thursday morning, Rev. Df. 
J. M. Campbell being in charge. The 
remains were cremated. 

Mr. Roth w'as fifty-six years of age 
and had lived in California about 
twenty years. Since coming to Sierra 
Madre he had been engaged in the real 
estate business. His health had not 
been robust, as he had been troubled 
with asthma. But no one thought he 
was so near the enl. He was a quiet, 
unas-suming 'gentleman, ’ upright in his 
dealings and kindly in bearing. He had 
many friends who sincerely mourn his 
loss and extend their deepest sympathy 
to his bereaved wife.

DOG POUND WIIL BE SECURED 

Muzzling and Dog License Ordinances 
Will Then Be i:.nforced—Suffolk 
Aveiiue Ordered Improved 

At their regular meeting last evening 
the city trustees ordered Maislial Ray, 
who is the official dog catcher, to imme¬ 
diately procure a site and establish a 
pound, so that it will Ire possible to 
enforce the ordinances requiring the 
muzzling of all dogs and to collect the 
license on all dogs or put them out of 
business. 

The ordinance ordering tae improve¬ 
ment of Suffolk Avenue w'as passed. 
Current bills were allowed and ordered 
paid. 

The bond of City Engineer W. F. 
Bixby AA'as approved. Mr. Bixby was 
ordered to prepare a map of the water 
holdings, rights of Avay. pipes, etc., of 
the (Sierra Madre Water Comjiany and 
the BaldAvin estate, for use in the con¬ 
demnation proceedings noAv pending in 
court. 

An extension of the leaA'e of absence 
of Trustee Jones Avas granted. ' Mr. 
Jones is noAv on his AAay' west. hoAvever, 
and is expected to arrive in the near 
future. 

SANE FOURTH GROWS POPULAR 

It is only a ipiestion of time, and a 
short time at that, till the so-called 
sane Fourth” Avill be the rule through¬ 
out the country. Ridicule and remarks 
about robbing the children of their joys 
to the contrary notA\’ithstanding. Not 
less than half a dozen toAvns in Los 
Angeles county have been added to the 
list Avith such a regulation already this 
year. And it is unlikely that any toAvn 
Avhich has once tried the plan Avill ev’er 
go back to the old Avay. 

ilourovia is the latest to adopt the 
plan and the feeling of the merchants 
and others is thus reported in the Mon¬ 
rovia XeAvs: 

The action the city council has taken, 
in regard to forcing tlie observance of a 
sane Fourth, lias met Avith very positiAe 
approval from the city merchants and 
the great majority of ^Monrovia’s citi¬ 
zens. 

The Myrtle avenue dealers. avIio have 
previously carried a stock of fireworks 
and explosives on the Fourth of July, 
have Ihh'u holding otf this year, ex- 
jAectiiig such action as has just taken 
place. Witliout exception they haA’e 
overlooked the personal loss Avhich the 
enforeement of this ordinance Avill neces¬ 
sitate. and express their gratitude to the 
council for taking such action. EA'ery^- 
oiie realizes that Avliile this Avill depriv^e 
the small hoys of some excitement on 
that day and Avhile a fcAv of the puerile¬ 
ly inclined male members of the popula¬ 
tion may feel there is something miss¬ 
ing. it Avill he mueh the Avisest plan for 
the future. The Avidespread action 
AA’hicli is taking place all oA’er the coun¬ 
try and in Avhich most of the large cities 
are enlisted marks the beginning of the 
end, as far as the private pyrotechnical 
display is concerned.” 
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MORE PHYSICAL DEVELOPMENT 


Present Educational Methods Prevent 
Proper Balance of Powers 


That medical school inspection will 
bring about relief measures for over¬ 
worked children is the prediction of a 
State Board of Health member in dis¬ 
cussing the child-health agitation in Cal¬ 
ifornia. 

“If a stockman, ’ he says, “should find 
as much emaciation and general physical 
debility among his colts as school health 
directors find among children he would 
think that the bottom was going out 
of his business. Undoubtedly the poor 
health of school children is caused large¬ 
ly by one-sided dieting, illy ventilated 
school rooms and bed chambers, indul¬ 
gence in tea and coffee, late hours, the 
munching of candy between meals, and 
the like; but it is obvious also that 
plain brain-fag ranks high as a pre¬ 
determining factor. The fact that peas¬ 
ants in some parts of Europe develop 
a high grade of physical fitness in spite 
of one-sided dieting and in spite of other 
conditions that would be considered 
deadly in this country may be taken to 
indicate that some powerful negative 
force is undermining the vitality of our 
children. 

“The fact that California educators 
are keenly alive to the school health sit¬ 
uation promises relief to the children of 
this state. It is an encouraging sign of 
the times when an enlightened Superin¬ 
tendent of Public Instruction publicly 
comments on the absurdity of spindle- 
legged boys being loaded down with 
books for evening study. 

“One of our State Normal school pres¬ 
idents recently made the statement that 
the color line was debarring his children 
from the kind of education he wanted 
them to have. If his children were black, 
he said, they could attend Tuskegee, 
where they would work half a day in the 
school room with their brains, and a half 
day in the open with their brains and 
their hands. There is no doubt that a 
combination of book and manual educa¬ 
tion such as he suggests w’ould reduce 
the strain on a set of faculties that at 
present is being sadly overworked. The 
result would be that much better health 
conditions would prevail among our chil¬ 
dren, and it is doubly incumbent on the 
people of this state to attain a degree 
of physical fitness which will at least 
equal that attained by the ignorant 
peasantry of inhospitable foreign coun¬ 
tries.

ORDINANCE NO. 119 

An Ordinance of the Board of Trustees 

of the City of Sierra Madre Ordering 

Certain Work to Be Done on Suffolk 

Avenue in the Said City of Sierra 

Madre, and Determining That Bonds 

Shall Be Issued to Represent the Cost 
Thereof. 

The Board of Trustees of the City of 
Sierra Madre do ordain as follows: 

Section 1. That the Board of Trustees 
of the City of Sierra Madre deems it 
to be required by the public interest and 
convenience and hereby orders that the 
following street work be done, to-wit: 

First: That the said Suffolk Avenue 
be graded and oiled from the east prop¬ 
erty line of Baldwin Avenue on the west 
to the west property line of Sierra Madre 
Place on the East, (except such por¬ 
tions of said street as are required by 
law to be kept in order or repair by any 
person or company having railroad 
tracks thereon, and also except such por¬ 
tions of said street as have already been 
graded to the official line and grade, 
oiled and accepted by said City) in ac¬ 
cordance with the plans and profiles for 
such work on file in the office of the 
City Engineer of said City, and city 
specifications for the grading and oiling 
of streets on file in tne office of the 
City Clerk of said City, said specifi¬ 
cations being numbered 10. 

Second: That cement curbs be con 
structed along both sides of said Suffolk 
Avenue from the East property line of 
Bahhvin Avenue on the West to the 
West curb line of Sierra Mcdre Place 
on the East, (except along such por¬ 
tions of said .street lietwecn said inter¬ 
sections, where a cement curb has been 
constructed to the official line and grade 
and accepted by said City), in accor¬ 
dance with the plans and profiles for 
such work on file in the office of the 
City Engineer of the said City, and City 
specifications for the construction of 
cement curbs on file in the office of the 
City Clerk of said City, said specifica¬ 
tions being numbered 2. 

Third: That a cement gutter two (2) 
feet in width be constructed along both 
sides of said Suffolk Avenue from the 
East property line of Baldwin Avenue 
on the West to the West curb line of 
Sierra Madre Place on the East, (ex¬ 
cept along such portions of said street 
where a cement gutter two (2) feet in 
width has Ijeen constructed to the offi¬ 
cial line and grade and accepted by said 
City), in accordance with the plans and 
profiles for such work on file in the 
office of the City Enginei r of the said 
City, and City specificatioi s for the con¬ 
struction of cement guttt rs on file in 
the oflice of the City Clerk of the said 
City, said specifications being num¬ 
bered 8. 

Section 2. That the said Board of 
Trustees of the City of Sierra Madre 
finds, upon the estimates of the City En¬ 
gineer of said City, that the cost of said 
proposed work or improvement will he 
greater than fifty (50) cents per front 
foot along each line of said street so 
proposed to he improved as hereinbefore 
set forth, including the cost of inter¬ 
section work assessable upon said fron¬ 
tage; and said Board of Trustees deter¬ 
mines that serial bonds shall be issued 
to represent the cost of said work or 
improvement; said serial bonds shall 
extend over a period ending nine years 
from and after the second day of Jan¬ 
uary next succeeding the date of said 
bonds, and an even annual proportion 
of the principal sum thereof shall he 
payable by coupon on the second day 
of January every year after their date 
until the whole is paid; and the inter¬ 
est shall be payable semi-annually by 
coupons on the second days of January 
and July, respectively, of each year at 
the rate of seven per cent, per annum on 
all sums unpaid until the whole of said 
principal and interest are paid. Said 


bonds shall be issued in accordance with 
the provisions of an act of the Legisla¬ 
ture of the State of California, entitled 
“An Act to provide a system of street 
improvement bonds to represent certain 
assessments for the cost of street work 
within municipalities, and also for the 
payment of said bonds,” approved Feb- 
.uary 27, 1893, and of all acts supple¬ 
mentary thereto or amendatory thereof. 

Section 3. The City Clerk is hereby 
directed to publish a notice of said 
work inviting sealed proposals or bids 
for doing said work and referring to 
the specifications posted or on file once 
per w’eek for two successive weeks in 
the “Sierra Madre News,” a weekly 
newspaper published and circulated in 
said City, said newspaper hereby de¬ 
signated for that purpose. Said notice 
shall require a certified check or bond 
either as prescribed by law and for an 
amount not less than ten per cent, of 
the aggregate of the said proposals. He 
is also directed to post said notice with 
specifications conspicuously for five 
days on or near the chamber door of 
the place of meeting of the said Board 
of Trustees. 

Section 4. The City Clerk shall cer¬ 
tify to the adoption of this Ordinance 
and shall cause the same to he published 
once per week for two successive weeks 
in said “Sierra Madre News,” and 
thereupon and thereafter the same shall 
take effect and be in force. 

The foregoing Ordinance was adopted 
at a regular meeting of the Board of 
Trustees of the City of Sierra Madre 
held on the 12th day of May. A. D., 1910, 
by the affirmative vote of at least three 
members of said Board of Trustees, to- 
wit:

There is no question 
that a number of Los Angeles liquor 
dealers are violating the State law as 
well as the city ordinances against the 
sale of liquor here and a way will have 
to be found to put a stop to the busi¬ 
ness. The occasional raiding of a drug 
store provides only a partial remedy 
for the evil. 

South Pasadena has an ordinance 
which prohibits the sale of liquor in this 
city, whether in a saloon, grocery store, 
drug store, or any other way. The State 
law permits a person to purchase liquor 
in any other city and have it delivered 
and it is doubtful if the practice can 
be stopped, although it is claimed by 
some that a way can be foimd for doing 
it. However that may be, the drivers 
of these wagons are not permitted to 
solicit or take orders for wine, beer, 
whisky or any other intoxicating drink 
while in this city, but that most, if not 
all of them are doing so is a proposition 
that does not admit of much dispute. In 
taking orders for liquor in this city they 
are violating the city ordinances to the 
same extent as if the stuff were sold 
over the counter in one of the local 
stores. 

That there are serious difficulties in 
the way of obtaining sufficient evidence 
to convict these men is conceded, but it 
is believed these difliculties are not in¬ 
surmountable, and it is also believed the 
present Board of Trustees w’ill find a 
way of stamping out this evil. Un¬ 
fortunately, the liquor laws of this State 
are largely in favor of the liquor dealer. 
That is to say, the burden of proof is 
placed entirely on the person prosecuting 
for a violation of the State law or city 
ordinances, and to such an extent is this 
true that frequently men who are fla¬ 
grant violators of the law are enabled 
to escape punishment. 

Obtaining evidence against a drug store 
suspected of selling liquor illegally is 
an exceedingly difficult matter, but it 
really is child’s play compared with the 
work of running down the driver of a 
“booze wagon.” The results which would 
follow one or two such convictions, how¬ 
ever, would he worth many times the 
time and labor involved. A few healthy 
fines doubtless would go a long way to 
disiourage the practice.
